So I don’t think their failure to renew their subscriptions 
was due to a dislike or special lack of interest. Neglect, 
I think, is the answer. Let me appeal to all from the 
following point of reasoning to keep your renewals up. 

If you recruit 
thirty new students and ten regulars stay out, you have 
only an increase of twenty, but if thirty stay-out, you 
have exactly what you had before the new students came. 
Ifa pastor has a revival and receives forty new members 
and disfellowships thirty, you have only a net gain of 
ten members. The application is the same to our Evangel 


pubscriptions. If we receive 600 new subscriptions and 
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5 expire without renewing, then we have only a net 
ain of 115 subscriptions. I don’t want to appear too 
sh, neither do I want to appear too critical, but I still 
ee only one thing as the reason for this slump, NEGLECT.

One year is gone. There is nothing we can do about 
hat, but something can be done about this new year!

Most all who have written in or spoken to me about the

Also Wednesday: Bar open from seven to 
eleven. Come on out. It’s like heaven. Thursday: Maid’s 
night out. Bring your husband here. Friday: Pay-day night. 
Come out and drink it over. Also Friday: Bridge party, 
twenty-five cents per seat. Winner takes all. Whisky for 
boob prize. Saturday: Conte Carlo free champagne, eight 
to nine. Juke-box dance, nine. Also Saturday: Steeplechase 
—horses, beautiful girls for jockies. Regular pari-mutuels. 
Also Saturday: Have a private party in our cocktail lounge; 
think of all the people you owe a party. Halloween party, 
$15 first prize, whisky second. Let’s really get behind this 
one!”

A FAVORITE VERSE 


Out of the 31,102 verses in God’s Word, there are very 
special ones to me for various reasons. For instance, Heb. 
11:6, “But without faith it is impossible to please him: for 
he that cometh to God must believe that he is, and that he 
is a rewarder of them that diligently seek him,” became 
one of the most precious verses in the blessed Book to 
me, because it gave special rise to faith in my heart for 
healing after several months of suffering from a dislo- 
cated kidney.

A venerable old minister used the 
text in speaking to the student body in the dining room 
after supper at H.B.&M.I. He told how graciously God had 
healed a large number in the revival that he had closed, 
after analyzing the text.

But as his hand moved 
over me, I felt an indescribable wonderful relief of pain 
in my side and back, and from that day to this I have had 
no pain from that kidney. Thank God for healing—thank 
God for Heb. 11:6. 
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Our first state convention for the 
summer was the old familiar meet- 
ing place, Wimauma, Fla., where 
thousands meet annually, and where 
tens of thousands have been blessed 
of the Lord in the past decades;

The state overseer, Rev. J. T.

Matt. 6:21, “For where your treas- 
ure is, there will your heart be also.” 


Throughout the pages of time we 
may find record upon record of how 
people have devoted their lives to 
the accumulation of wealth, and have 
used every conceivable means to 
amass their fortunes.

example, I cite the case of the 
Syrians. Coming into Haiti without a 
cent (with their box on their back, as 
people commonly say in our country), 
the Syrians, by their competence in 
business, in a short time became 
prosperous. 

As to the missionary point of view, 
Haiti is without question “the land 
of opportunity.” The people, like 
the Athenians (Acts 17:22), are by 
nature deeply devout. It is difficult, 
in spite of the nefarious teachings of 
modern materialism, to find a real 
atheist in the country. The Haitian 
people are instinctively pious, but un- 
fortunately that piety is unenlight- 
ened. To use the expression of Paul, 
they have zeal, but it is a zeal without

knowledge, Rom. 10:2. This is not 
astonishing, since these unfortunate 
people have had as spiritual leaders 
only the blind. Now it is an unques- 
tionable truth that when a blind man 
leads another blind man, they are 
surely destined to fall into the same 
ditch (Matt. 15:14). 

As the prophet has well said: “My 
people are destroyed for lack of 
knowledge” (Hosea 4:6). Naturally, I 
do not speak of common knowledge, 
for like all civilized countries, Haiti 
possesses a brilliant, intellectual elite, 
well-versed in literature, the arts and 
the sciences, but I speak of true 
knowledge (Prov. 1:7), the knowledge 
of the truth (2 Tim. 2:25) which 
alone makes free and free indeed 
(John 8:36). 

Haiti allowed herself to be trapped, 
and in 1860 committed the regrettable 
error of signing a concordat with the 
Roman Church, thus delivering the 
intellectual, moral and religious ed- 
ucation of her people into the hands 
of an unscrupulous organization, 
which, wherever it has dominated, 
has caused ignorance, immorality 
and superstition to flourish. And that 
is why more than half of the popula- 
tion, that is two and one-half million 
(the total population of Haiti is esti- 
mated at about five million), still lies 
in illiteracy, paganism, and voodoo- 
ism. This failure of the Roman 
Church is one of the main reasons for 
the backwardness of this country 
which had a beginning so promising. 
In 1811, seven years after her inde- 
pendence, Haiti was constructing 
buildings of seven stories (the Cit- 
adelle, La Ferriere at Milot), prepar- 
ing cloth, and making many materials 
with steel, etc. (under the govern- 
ment of Christophe—see “History of 
Haiti” by J. C. Dorsainvil). Besides 
this, Haiti has largely contributed to 
the advancement of her sisters, the 
Latin American countries, and has 
especially helped Venezuela to get her 


independence. 

God be praised that all, however 
is not lost and that He who presi¢ 
over the destiny of the nations is 
iting Haiti with a great revival. Up 
this people, seated in the region gf 
the shadow of death for generation 
past, there has arisen at this momen 
a great light. From one end of the 
country to the other the latter raip 
falls with abundance, watering ani 
fertilizing the parched earth; th 
wind of the Spirit blows ardently, 
overturning the obstacles accumulat- 
ed in the way by Satan and his agents 
in their endeavor to retard the prog- 
ress of the kingdom of Christ amon 
this nation; and the fire from m 
high, as in the times of the apostles, 
falls with power, setting aflame both 
young and old for the service of th 
divine crucified One. 

The time for revival in Haiti has 
come; and the people are tired of the 
vain, superstitious practices of Afri- 
can Voodooism and the benighted, 
unfruitful teachings of Roman (Ca- 
tholicism and are calling for the gos- 
pel with power. The Haitians are hun- 
gry and thirsty for the kingdom of 
God and realize clearly that only one 
thing is able to save them: Jess 
Christ and Him crucified. So ther 
are many of them who daily are turm- 
ing toward the Cross for their sal- 
vation and deliverance. 

The Church of God is one of the 
principal instruments which the Lord 
has used and is using to revive Haiti 
To use the expression of an eminent 
Haitian historian, D. Catts Pressoir, in 
a pamphlet entitled “The Present 
Status of Protestant Missions in 
Haiti”: “The Church of God has come 
and kindled a fire in the country.” 
Glory to God. And we want, or rather, 
the Holy Ghost wants to stir up that 
fire, until the entire country & 
kindled. And may not only Haiti b 
on fire, but may all America, may 
the entire world be kindled by the fire 
of the Holy Spirit of God instead of 
being kindled on the day of judg- 
ment by the fire of wrath of Him 
who is coming to render to everyone 
according to his works. 

The Church of God during its 
thirteen years of ministry in Haiti 
has not only brought salvation 
seventeen thousand souls, which art 
distributed among its eighty churches 
and two hundred missionary stations, 
but has, also, by its program of evan- 
gelization, reached more than one

Mrs. Lacy A. Harless, Jr., a fine re- 
fined young couple, full of the Holy 
Ghost, saying that God sent them 
.fto us to preach to the deaf. They 
are not deaf themselves, so wife and I 
_E got busy and taught them to talk on 
their hands. Now they are as good as 
.pany of us deaf folks at it, and Mrs. 
Harless is an expert singer on her 
hands and surely knows how to put 
on plays for us, and everything. 

A group of nine deaf folks joined 
the Church of God at Akron, Ohio. 
We started at once to raise money. 
We bought two lots, each 170x140 
feet, and began to build a_ brick 
church 30x60 feet. This was about 
two years ago. There being so few 
of us yet in number, we must have 
help, if there is to be a church for 
the deaf belonging to the Church of 
God. Some other churches are start- 
ing out now, and some are going quite 
sttong. The Assembly of God Church 
has a number of different churches 
in the United States, but I don’t 
know of a church for the deaf belong- 
ing to the Church of God. We want 
to get a roof on our church, and heat, 
water, electricity etc., so we can at 
least have a basement church until 
we are stronger. We then want to 


Hie expand, as the Lord may send us, 


and help the deaf elsewhere. “Go ye 
into all the world, and preach the 
gospel to every creature.” The harvest 
in this field truly is white already. 
There is anywhere from five hun- 
dred to one thousand deaf in Akron, 
and at least every city and town the 


“porld over has a number, but there 


are only very, very few churches or 
Preachers for the deaf yet. Read 
Isaiah 29:18,

SIXTY-FIVE AND YOU’RE HIRED!

With one hand modern society does 
everything possible to extend the life 
of man—while with the other it of- 
ten writes him off as useless because 
of the date on a birth certificate. 
“This compulsory-retirement system 
is pernicious,” declares Dr. Edward L. 
Bortz, president of the American Med- 
ical Association. ‘Men should be re- 
tired not on the basis of their chron- 
ological age but on the basis of their 
physical and mental age.” 

A unique example of practicing 
what Dr. Bortz preaches is the Sixty- 
Five Club at Hastings College, the 
law department of the University of 
California. Instead of retiring its 
faculty at the age of sixty-five or 
seventy—as most U. S. colleges do— 
Hastings will not take a teacher for 
full-time work unless he is sixty-five 
or older and has been retired from one 
of the other leading law schools. 


The Hastings plan began in 1940 
and was born of emergency. Just a 
month before the fall semester 
opened, Dean David E. Snodgrass was 
faced with the necessity of finding 
a professor to teach three courses. 
Law professors were scarce, but the 
Dean had an inspiration: Under an 
ironclad rule at Stanford, Professor 
Arthur M. Cathcart, eminent in the 
field of constitutional law, had been 
retired at sixty-five. When Snodgrass 
approached him, Professor Cathcart 
jumped at the chance to get back 
into teaching -and has been happily 
carrying a full load of classes at Has- 
tings ever since, 

Again in 1943, when a similar 
Situation arose, Professor Edward S. 
Thurston, who had been retired from 
Harvard, was added to the faculty. 
Thus was the Sixty-Five Club born. 

Dean Snodgrass put his revolu- 
tionary idea to the test again after 
the war when Hastings, like other 
colleges, was swamped with appli- 
cations from ex-GI’s. It was essential 
to expand the faculty, and by happy 
circumstance Chester G. Vernier, an 
authority on criminal law who had 
been retired from Stanford, was avail- 
able, A nationally recognized author- 
ity on pleading and practice also 
joined Hastings’ staff. Retired from 
the University of Illinois, Oliver L. 
McCaskill (then sixty-eight) heard of 
the Sixty-Five Club. Within sixty 
days he had sold all his Illinois 
property and moved, lock, stock and 
law books, to San Francisco. 


Since then, five others have joined 
the faculty: Augustin Derby (then 
sixty-five) of New York University Law 
School; Dudley O. McGovhey (seven-
